Plant  the 
divisions  6  inches  deep  3  to  4  feet  apart 
in  good  garden  soil.  Pinch  out  the  to’1 
of  the  plant  when  it  has  developed  6 
leaves.  Dig  in  fall  after  first  hard  frost. 


Store  away  in  fruit  cellar  upside  down.
